At & meeting of the County Com-
missloners held last Wednesday con-
tracts for building the government
ro¢d from the Marion county line on
the east to th'e Marlboro line on the
west were awarded to the Brooks-

Galloway Co., of Atlanta, and the
Hoppendictzel Co.,, of Macon, Ga.
The Brooks-Galloway Co. gets the

corfract for the construction of the
highway from the Marion line to Dil-
lon town, and the Hoppendictzel Co.
gels the contract for the joint of road
from Dillon town to the Marlboro
county line. There will be approxi-
mately 20 mileg of sand and clay road
and the cost will be about $63,000.
The commissioners have under con-
sideration a proposition to gravel
the road from Dillon to Latta. Dr.
J. H. David has an abundance of grav-
€l on his plantation half between
Dillon and Latta and negotiations
are pending for the use of this grav-
¢l on the Dillon-Latta link. The state
highway engineer who met with the
county board Wednesday examined
the gravel on Dr. David’s place and
says it Is of a very high quality and
surface

to work as quickly as possible, and
they returned to their homes Wed-
nesday afternoon with the intention
of getting their equipment loaded at
once, The bids ranged from $63,000
to $100,000 and the successful bid-
ders claim their bids were so low
they do not expect to make any mon-
ey on the work. One of the contrac-
torg said he had 80 head of mules
tonat had been standing up for six
months and if he could manage to
pay expenses he would consider him.
